This is a suggestive fact to the 
people of Los Angeles county.

A Valuable Map. 


Engineer 
C r a w f o r d has nearly 
completed a map which is an interest­ 
ing study to the people of Southern 
California, and especially so to those 
of Los Angeles and San Bernardino 
counties. 
It is nine feet square and 
contains eighty-one superficial feet. It 
shows an area of country 200 miles 
square. 
Starting from San Diego, it 
gives the coast line up to and includ­ 
ing Santa Barbara, and north and 
east as far as Independence, Panamint, 
Death valley and the sink of the Mo­ 
have. The valleys, mountains, towns, 
railroads, stage roads, water courses 
and mountain passes are all accurately 
located and the whole region so care­ 
fully mapped out that one sees the 
broad extent of couutry at a glance 
and as clearly as the section of a pan­ 
orama. It is a valuable piece of work. 


San Fernando Town and Valley. 


San Fernando valley w ill soon be a 
broad grain field. Some two thousand 
acres w ill be seeded in wheat this sea­ 
son, and nearly or quite as m any 
acres w ill be sown in barley and other 
small grain. 
A considerable area w ill 
be planted in corn in the Spring. 
A ll 
this is done in a valley which last year 
was used for grazing purposes. 
The 
town of San Fernando which is quite a 
respectable village in size is a produc­ 
tion of 1874. 
It is increasing rapidly 
in population and buildings, and w ill 
in a short time, become quite a busi­ 
ness place. 
A great deal of wheat 
sown is already above ground and 
gives promise of an abundant harvest. 
Being protected by the hills from the 
damp air of the coast, San Fernando 
valley is w ell adapted to wheat grow­ 
ing, and w ill, wo predict, ultim ately 
produce annually a large quantity of 
small grain. 
The soil is excellent,and 
increased irrigating facilities w ill in­ 
sure large yields to the farmer.

In an attempt to explain w hy 
one of its candidates for M ayor was 
not elected, it charges that the elec­ 
tion was carried by money and that 
votes were purchased at prices ranging 
from $2 50 to $5 each. 
Further on in 
the same article it says there was con­ 
siderable hanging back by those who 
believed votes 
would command 
a 
higher price later in the afternoon. 
This contradiction of itself we pass to 
explain w h y the vote was less than 
auticipated. 
There was a more gen­ 
eral expression of sentiment than is 
usually seen 
at 
an 
election 
in 
this city. The vote was on principle 
by men whose votes could not be pur­ 
chased. 
The purchasable vote—those 
voters who usually come to the polls 
late in the day and vote in little 
squads—did not vote 
on 
Monday. 
There were several hundred of this 
class whose ballots did not reach the 
box. 
Their failure to connect was 
due to this fact: E a rly in the forenoon 
the opponents of Mr. B e a u d r y real­ 
ized the hopelessness of their case and 
despaired of defeating him. They saw 
that the purchasable vote would not 
help them out and wisely concluded 
to throw aw ay no more money on a 
hopeless case. 
The people’s candi­ 
dates would not buy votes and the re­ 
sult was that the piece voters not 
finding a purchaser held off until eve­ 
ning and the polls closed on them 
w ith their votes still on the market. 
W e are assured by old residents that 
the eleotion on M onday was a fairer 
expression of the people than has 
been witnessed in this c ity for m any 
years. 
The purchasable vote is the 
one that was not counted.

skin had a smoothness and delicacy 
rarely seen in old men. 
H is hair, al­

ant, his step slow but firm, and liis 
manner active almost to restlessness. 
He slept but four hours out of the 
twenty-four, read and replied to his 
duily letters, andsufTered no single oc 
currenee of the least interest in auy 
part of the world to escape his atten­ 
tion.

NOTES BY THE WAY. 


To Yosemile iv November. 


Editor HERALD: 
I took the cars 


for Merced, en route for the Yosemite 
valley, and had not been 
seated long 


before I learned 
there was 
to be a 


famous greyhound 
race 
at Merced on 


the 
following 
morning. 
I should 


think there were forty greyhounds 
on 


the cats and 
about 
twenty men 
as- 


signed to take care of them. 
Many of 


the dogs were beautiful. 
They 
were 


blanketed nearly all the way and care- 
fullyguarded by theirattendants. 
The 


whole conversation 
was on the coming 


race, and there was the usual betting 
on which would win. 
It seems 
the 


mode of procedure 
is to let loose two 


dogs 
at the 
same time on tho open 
fields when a hare is seen, and tlie clog 
that turns the hare the most wins the 
race. 
Tho whole affair was so novel 


that I became quite interested, 
but not 
enough to defer my trip. 
We all re- 


mained 
over night at Merced at tho 


|K1 Capitan Hotel, and in the morning 
I saw the dog club start 
out. 
They 


went on horseback, 
in all sorts of con- 


veyances, 
many in pretentious four- 


in-hands. 


Merced is quite a pretty place. 
It is 
only about two years old, and has 2,000 
inhabitants. 
I noticed 
a fine 
court- 


house almost completed. 


The 
usual 
stages 
from Merced to 


Yosemite had been taken ofF; so I em- 
ployed a mule. 
I met an Englishman 


at the liverystable who spoke of walk- 
ing tlie distance and thought he would 
get there as soon as I could. 
1 tried to 
prevail upon him to change his mind, 
but he said he was 
not accustomed 
to 


ride and insisted that he preferred 
to 


walk. 
Of course 
J soon passed 
him, 


but not until it began torain. Neither 
of us, 
however, 
were 
detened. 
The 


grass was just beginning to start, and 
the green plain and foothills dotted 
with farm houses, 
formed 
a pretty 


sight. 
At one place we passed 
a way- 
side 
school-house 
and 
heard 
merry 


voices inside. 
I reached Indian Gulch 
in the afternoou. 
It is a pretty little 
place in the midst ofcottonwood trees. 
The number of Indians still there ex- 
plains the origin ofthe name. 
I spent 
the night at Fremont's 
Grant at the 


toll house. 
It rained 
bard all night 


aud I was told that 
when it rained 


there it was snowing hard on the trails 
to Yosemite and that it would be im- 
possible 
to go there. 
The next day 


about noon the sun shone 
out a little 


and I abtained a tine view from a hill 
back of the 
house. 
There 
were tbe 


plains in the distance with their broad 
expanse 
ofgreen; near 
by the moun- 


tains were covered with oaks and pines 
and those in the distance 
with snow; 


there 
were 
the 
caflons 
with their 
lovely lights and 
shades, and 
above 


the clouds were rolling aud tumbling 
before 
the wind. I returned 
to the 


house, 
ate 
dinner and 
determined 
to 


set out for Mariposa,, distant ten miles. 
As I was 
about to start 
my English 


friend came 
up, and we set out again 


together. 
This time I induced 
him 


to take turns with me in riding the 
mule. 
We 
saw 
many 
indica- 


tions 
of 
mining 
done 
on 
the 


Fremont 
Ranch, 
and 
the 
scenery 


from here 
was 
line. 
As 
we crossed 


Bear 
Creek 
a beautiful 
deer 
cauio 


down 
to the 
stream 
to drink. 
He 


stood and 
looked at 
us and 
seemed 


not in the least atraid at first, but the 
instant 
we moved 
he 
took to his 


heels and was soon out of sight. 
Pres- 


ently we reached Princeton, a place of 
the past, 
with a vacant Court 
House 


and hotels and 
deserted 
cabins. 
We 


saw a school house along the way cu- 
riously perforated with holes made by 
tbe wood-peckers iv which to conceal 
acorns. 
In 
a 
tree 
near by hung a 
large bell, which we rang until we al- 
most imagined we were in some little 
village in civilization; but not so the 
mule. 
He was evidently not accus- 


tomed to halls of learning, but became 
terribly scared, 
and came near getting 


away. 


Late 
in the 
evening we reached 


Mariposa and heard big stories about 
snow on the way to the valley. 
We 


were told that we could not tind the 
way without a guide, that we would 
probably get snowed 
in, etc., but we 


set 
out in the 
morning. 
We had 


plenty of climbing as we were going 
towards the high Sierras. 
Here 
and 


there along the road we saw a num- 
ber 
of miners' cabins 
made of logs 


and shakes with big stone 
chimneys,

but 
they were 
all deserted 
for the 


Winter. 
We 
stopped 
at 
one 
and 


found 
n oat. 
a very tame one. 
She 


followed us for a long way, as she did 
not like to stay alone, but 6eeingsonio 
birds 
she 
left 
us 
nnd 
went 
for 


them. 
Thus 
far 
we 
found 


very 
little 
snow 
but 
it 
was 


quite cold and we stopped at an empty 
cabin 
and made 
a 
rousing 
lire and 


warmed ourselves. 
We next came 
to 


an Indian camp, where we paused 
to 


look at two old squaws make bread of 
acorns. 
They first grind the acorns 


and place thorn in a hollowed place in 
the 
ground, 
lined with 
clean 
sand. 


Then they heat water in a primitive 
manner 
and 
pour it into tlie acorn 


Hour and make a sort of dough. When 
this is dried in the sun, the sand 
is 


\u25a0craped oil'and it is considered 
tit for 


tlie noble Digger. 
Wo also saw a pile 


of roots which looked and 
lasted like 


mushrooms, 
which the Indians seem 


to like very much. 
We were told by 


a ranchman 
that these 
roots 
would 


intoxicate, 
it would bo impossible to 


tell the ago 
of these 
squaws. 
They 


were 
so 
wrinkled 
and 
crooked 
they might 
be a hundred 
yours old. 


Tho men stood in and around tho huts 
as the women worked. 
The huts wore 


formed 
of poles 
and 
logs piled in a 


Circle, with the ends 
meeting at the 


top, like a tout. 
In one of these wore 
near a dozen young Indians, and we 
wore greatly amused witlithoirautics. 
They were 
so 
shy wo c«uld scarcely 


coax them to show their beads. 
We 


threw a "bit" among 
them and 
one 
little follow dodged after it anil quickly 
covered himself up again. 
Upon our 


pretending 
that 
we 
had 
gone, 
the 


dozen little Indians would quietly and 
slowly poke theirheads out, but cover 
them 
in a hurry when they 
saw us. 
In the next wigwum was an old squaw 
who sat over tlie lire and seemed to be 
dreaming 
the time away. 
Perhaps 


she 
dreampt 
of tho time when her 
people roamed over these grand 
moun- 


tains 
among 
the pines in all their 
glory, such as it was. 
Ihe site of this 


Indian 
camp 
was 
tlie linest 
on the 
way to Yosemite, 
much 
in contrast 


to the 
building places of tlie whites, 


which are on lowlands and inravines. 
Leaving this camp, 
we follow a creek 


up among pines 
six and 
eight foot 
through 
and 
200 feet high, but with 
tho mountains towering 
up far above 


them. 
Next we came to a saw mill, 
with immense 
piles 
of lumber 
and 


logs. 
We saw tlie heavy trails made 


in getting the logs and tlie oxen 
used 


at the mill. Here it began 
to snow a 
little, but 
we 
were 
warm 
and 
not 


tired. 
Wo 
stopped 
at 
an 
Italian's 


that night and had 
good fare, 
to our 


surprise. 


Tho rest of my notes I will give in 


my next.
